Q Mre Speer, I should like to return to your testimony of the 18th of 
October, 1945, once more. On that occasion you stated several times that you 
knew that the workers from occupied countries were being used and brought to 
Germany against their will. The prosecution albzes that you approved of the 
use of force and of terror. Willyou comment on that? 

A As to the method according to which workers were recruited == I had 
no influence upon that. If the workers were brought to Germany against their 
will سس‎ I mean by that, that they were obligated, by law, to work for Germany. 
Whether these bgal measures were justified or not, that was a matter I did not 
check into at the time, and of course it wasnot any concern of mine to do So. 
As far as the application of force and terror is concerned -- I mean by that 
police measures such asraids and arrests, and matters of that kind. I did not 
approve of these violent mefns, and that may be seen from the attitude I held 
and the discussion I had with Lemmers on the llth of June, 192, وبا‎ 

At that time I held the view that neither an intensification of police 
power, nor raids, nor measures of force or violence, were correct cr just. In 
this document I am mentioned, at the same time, asone who expressed misgivings 
and objections to these violent measures e 

THE PRESIDENT; Where is the document? 

DR. FLECHSNER: Mre President, that is document 3819-FPS, which the 
prosecution used in the cross-examination of the defendant Keitel, I believe it 
was, and of the defendant Sauckel. They submitted that document at that time. 
I did not incorporate it in my document book, 


BY DR. FIAECHSNER: 


Q Mre Speer, why were you against measures of that kind, measures using 
violence? 

A Because through measuresof that kind the regulr manpower supply in 
the occupied countries would have to be destroyed. I wasinterested in having 
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a regubted order of production in the occupied countries. Measures of 
violence caused a loss of manpower to ie fxm the occupied countries, because

DR. FIAECHSNER: Speer is charged with and accused of the fact that 
he was active and participated in the deportation of workers from the West,

THE IRESIDENT: Of course, if you can prove that they were all 
voluntary workers it would be extremely material, but you are not directing 
evidence to that at all. 

DR. FLAECHSNER: Mre President, this is the final reason for this 
evidence, and I should like to carry it on to that end. 

THE PRESIDENT: I am only telling you that I don't understand what 
that end is, 

Go on; don't wait any further. 

BY DR, FLLECHSNER: 

Q Mre Speer, the General Plenipotentiary for Labor named Italy and the 
occupied Western countries as the countries from which the lh borers would come 
into Germany for armament industrics. 


How did you endorse Sauckel's measures in these countrics to what extent,

and how long? 

bs Up uhtil the spring of 1943 I completely endorsed these measures of 
his, Up until that period of tine no obvious disadvantages had resulted for 
MG e However, beginning with the spring of 1943, the refusal of workers to go 
to Germany increased among the workers of the West. That may be connected with 
our defeat at Stalingrad and with the intensificd air attacks on Germany e 

Up until the spring of 1943, to my knowledge, the labor commitments were met 
more cr less voluntarily. However, beginning with the spring of 1913, only a 
part of the workers who had been called up, and who were being recruited, came 
voluntarily to the places to which they were to report. 

Therefore, beginning about the beginning of June, 19l3, throu:h the 
Military Commander-in-Chief in France, I established the so-called Sperr Betrieb. 
Bclgium, Holland and Italy soon followed suit in establishing these industries; 
that is, Sperr Betricbe, or S industries. It wasimpo:'tant that each of the 
workers employed in one of these blocked industries; Sperr Betriebe, 


automatically was excluded from recruitment and commitment in Germany; and any 
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worker who was recnuited to go to Germany was free to go into a blocked 
industry, or an 5 industry, in his own country without the labor authorities 
having the possibility of taking this man out of the S industry that he had 
enterece 

Q What consequences did this matter have on the recruitment of 
laborers in the occupied Western countries? 

Ly After the establishment of the S industries, the labor commitment 
fron the West into Germany decreased to a small fraction. Before that, 
eighty to a hundred thousand workers came from France into Germany. after 
the establishnent of these blocked industries, or the ٤ industries, this 
figure cecreased to three to four thousand a month, which is an insignificant 
figure. This may be seenfrom document RF-22. 

It is obvious, and we have to state the facts, that the decrease in 
these figures was also brought about through the resistance movement which, at 
that time, began to expand consicerably in the West. 

Q ناا‎ this period of time, did you and ycur offices endorse the policies 
followed by Sauckel? 

» å Noe Ihe first serious ciffercnces arose at this time, especially 
about the blocking of these workers in relation to labor commitments in Germany. 
This came about through the fact that the loss of workers, whom I had working 
in procuction in the occupied countries, was larger than the number of workers 
who came to Germany from the occupied countries of the West. 

This may be seen from document ۰ 

In the year 1943, and especially in the first half of the year, perhaps 
four hundred thousand workers were transported from France to Germany. The 


production of France, however, decreased by eight hundred thousand workers, and 


the French workers in France, who worked for Germany, decreased by four 
hundred and fifty thousand workers e 

Q Why did you demand, in the summer of 1943, the taking over of the 
entire German production from the Minister of Economics? 

I áccording to my opinion, there was a considerable reserve present in 


German production, since the German peace economy had not been converted into a 
ware conomy on à large enough scale, ln my opinion, the supply of German wome 


workers was the largest source of labor that I could tap. 
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Q What did you undertake when the Ministry of Economy gavo the matter 
of total economy to your sphere of work ? 

A At that time, I had worked out the following plan already. In 
Germany a large part of industry was concerned with the production of so- 
called consumer goods. Consumer goods are, for instance, shoes, clothing, 
furniture, and other necessary articles for the civilian population and for 
the armed forces, In the ocenpied western territories, however, the means 
for supplying this were absent where the raw materials were lacking. These 
industries were lying idle, especially in the western territorios, and they 
had a great potential. 

In the carrying through of this plan, I took the raw materials which 
were produced in Germany, such as synthetic wool, out of the sphere of work 
of German industries and transplanted this phase to the west. One million 
workers in the final analysis were to be supplied with work in the country 
itsolf; and in this way I could use one million German workers for armament. 

Q Did you not want to increass armament production in France as well ? 

A No. All of these plans were not successful, Befors the outbreak of 
ths war, the French government did not succeed in establishing intensified 
armament production, and I also was unsuccessful. in carrying through this 
Plane 

Q What did you intend to do with this now plan ? What advantages did 
you expect to gain 7? 

A 1 shall try to be very brief, Through this plan, In Germany I could 
ear-mark certain industries for armament; and in that way I received not only 
workers, tut also rooms, and edministrative personnel, I also received 
electricity. Apart from that, these industries, since they never had been 
important for work, had not received any foreign workers, So in that way, 
almost exclusively, I received German workers whom I could use for my Gernan 
production and whon I valued much mre in armanent production than any 
foreign workers, 

Q Was this plan not detrimental to German armament production ? 

A The disadvantages were much more important, since any car—marking of 


an industry meant the taking away of a machine, and at the ond of the wer 


there would have to be a reconversion which would last at least six to cight 
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months. At that time, at a Gauleiter mesting at Posen, I said thet if wo 
wantcd tc be successful in this war, we would heve to be the ones who would 
have to make the greater sacrifices, 

Q How was this plan made into reality ? 

THE PRESIDENT ۶ Dr. Flaechsner, what has the Tribunal got to do with the 
details of these plans ? What do we caro whether his plans wore efficient or 
whather they were inefficient ? The only question this Tribunal has to decide 
is whether they were legal in accordance with the Charter of interneti¢nal law, 
It does not matter to us whether his plans were good plans or bad plens, or 
what the details of the plans were, except insofar as they are legal or 
illegal. 

DR. FLAECHSNER : Yes, Mr, President, 

IHE PRESIDENT : It is a mero waste of our time to go into tho details 
of these plans, 

DR. FLAEOHSNER : In that wey, I wanted to show that that tho ccurse 
followed by the defendant in later policy wes to have the Gorman roserves 
used for his own purposes; that is, the end purposes of armamoert, and to have 
the foreign workers work in their own country, 

THE PRESIDENT : But, Dr. Fleechsner, that is a question of efficiency, 
not of legalitye What he is saying is that he hed a lot of German workers, 
good workers, and they were producing consumer goods instead of producing 
armament goods, He thought it better to institute his industries so that the 
workers could remain in France or the other western countries. 

What hava we got to do with that ? If they wera forced to werk there, 
it is just as illegal as it is to be brought to Germany to be forced to work, 
At least, that is the suggestion that is made by the prosecutione

leaderse These firms recruited their own workers and it is clear that these 
firms had no possibility of recruiting by force, 

It is due to this, therefore, that a large number of workers, people 
working for The Todt organization were volunteers, But it is also clear 
that a certain percentage were working in the Todt organization under the 
callinc-upb system, 

‘he organization Todt has here been described as part of the armed 
forces and it is merely necessary to state in this connection that foreign 
workers did not, of course, come under it but that only German workers were 
part of it in that respect, and who, of course, in occupied territories had 
to become members of the armed forces in some way or other. Of course, the 
Prosecution had a different view of this. 

Apart from the organization Todt there were certain transport units att- 
ached to my ministry who were working in occupied territories and it is for 
a certain reason that I am anxious to state that they were principally and 


always recruited as volunteers. he Prosecution have alleged that the 
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organization Todt was the alleinclusive organization for all military con- 
struction work in the occupied territories and that is not the case, They 
had from one quarter to one fifth of the building program as their task, 

In May 194) the organization Todt was taken over by the Reich since 
Todt was being made responsible for so large a scale a construction program 
and the management of the apparatus by the General Plenipotentiary in the 
Four Year *lan for building occurred, ihis Plenipotentiary for building was 
responsible for the tasks he received from the Central Planning Board and he 
was responsible for the general direction but he was nct responsible for the 
carrying out and supervision of the actual buildinc,. Throuch this the

On the 15th of December 1944, because of the imminent Ardennes offensive, 
Hitler pointed out in detail the consequences of the possible loss of Upper 
in this connection I should like to submit a memorandum written 
Dy Speer which may be found on pare 102 of the supplementary volume of my 
document book in the Enrlish text, and at page 101 in the French text. This 
is an oxtract from a memorandum addressed to the Chief of the Gcneral Staff 
of tho Apmy, cated the 15th of Dscenber 1944, ani will have exhibit number 21. 
This memorandum was addressed to Hitler وم‎ well,

On the 30th of January 1945, Speer again sent a memorandum to Hitler,

Qe Mr. Speer, was Hitler advised from other sources as well as by 
yourself? 

iie I shall summarize several points in this connecticne Guderian, who 
was the Chief of Staff of thc hyp, roportec to Kibbentrop to tell him that 
the war was lost. Ribbentrop reported this to Hitler, and Hitler then told 
Guderian and myself at the beginning of February that the makine of statements 
of that sort, that is, by memorandum or onything like that, would be considered 
as high treason an? would bo punished accordingly. Later, in a situation 
report, he prohibited any close collaborators from making any statements about 
the complete hopelessness of the situation. Anyone who violated that, without 
for his nosition or rank, would be shot and his family would be arrcsted. 

Ihe statements and opinions which Guderian and I told Hitler about the 
hopelessness of the war situation had an unexpected resulte In fact, nothing 
was expected because in the first days of February, just a few days before the 


beginning of the Yalta Conference, Hitler had his press expert come to his 


office and in my presence told him to Suy, in the most drastic manner through 


the German press, "Never capitulate". At that time he declared that he was

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Mr. Witness, one last questione You Said that Sauckel had discussed and 
deciced the question of distributing labor within his labor staff. Ho, on the 
other hand, says that tho Fuchrer had made certain decisions, 

Mustn't one draw the dividing line between the considerable demands of a 
program whore one is dealing with the distribution of labor for a lengthy 
period, and the distribution which was carried out currently, taking into 
consideration the demands of the program of the time ? 

A According to my recollection, and also on tho Strength of the copies 
of the Fuehrer conferences which I had, you must divide this question into 
two phases, one ending October 1942, during which there were frequent joint 
conferences with Hitler during which Sauckel and I wore presente During these 
conferences, the distribution of labor was discussed with reference to the 
individual months in detail. After that time, there were no longer further 
conferences with Hitler in my presence, which would go into detail, I merely 
know of the conference cf January 1944, and then there Was another conference 
in April or May 1944 which, however, I have mentioned, 

During those conferences, there was only a gencral decision and the 
distribution in detail was then earried out in accordance with tho directive 
by Sauckel. 

Q But that is just what I an asking you. These were demands based on 2 
program, They were principle decisions, Saying, for instance, "Two million 
workers will have to be got from foreign countries," and then the subsequent 
distribution was carried out by Sauckel,. 

A Yes, that's right, and I can g0 On to confirm Sauckel's testimony, 
Saying that he always got his orders from Hitler with reference to the 
occupied territcries, since he noedea Hitler's authority to assort Himself in 
foreign territory.
